coal shipments from Alabama and

fective February 25, and will amount 
in some cases to an increase of 17 
cents per ton, especially on coal from 
Alabama mines. 

Led by Senator W. J. Harris and 
Senator Walter F. George, the delega- 
tion told officials of the federal rate 
fixing bedy that the protest was filed 
in behalf of a number of Georgia 
| cities, 

Formal request was made by Sena- 
tor George that the proposed rates be 
suspended for at least six months in 
order to allow preparation and pres- 


entation of legal briefs in. opposition 
to the order. 

Later, Representative Sam Ruther- 
ford, of Georgia, in discussing the sit- 
uation, said the rates would work a 
particular hardship to points in south 
Georgia. 

“This is one of the most important 
matters that could possibly confront 
many of the coal users of Georgia at 
this time,” Rutherford said. “In the 
interest of our people, who should not 
be compelled to pay these higher rates, 
we urged the commission to suspend 
the proposed increases at least pend- 
ing a formal hearing in the matter, et 
which time I am sure many of the 
most prominent business men and 
heads of big concerns in the south- 
east will appear to oppose this arbi- 
trary increase. The commission has 
promised to look into the matter with 
this plan in view and it is our hope 
to secure the contemplated action. 


Rates are already much too high on 


many commodities and we expect to 
fight this latest one with all our 
power.” 

It was explained to the commission 
that during the shipping season of 
peaches, watermelons and other prod- 
ucts from Georgia these are heavy 
and the railroads profit’ handsomely 
by these large shipments, and_ that 
when these are not moving the rate 
on coal should not be increased as the 
average gives the roads a good show- 
ing for the year.

Large holes in the wall where many 
of the slugs and bullets had imbedded 
indicated to police the men were anxe 
ious only to carry out their mission 
of death and get away. 

Extra precautions were planned to- 
night to prevent any attempt at gang 
reprisals. Some believed that “Bugs” 
Moran, leader of the gang victims, had 
heen kidnaped by their rivals in tne 
day's attack and that but few fol- 
lowers remained to attempt revenge. 

But police know from past performs 
ances that similar situations have pre- 
vailed hefore only to have successors 
spring up to take the places of the 
leaders and to reopen the warfare.

Georgian Challenges Au- | 


thority of Federal Re- 


serve Board To Limit > 


Credit Facilities. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


Washington, February 14.—Chal- 
lenging the authority of the federal 
reserve board to limit government 
credit facilities in a manner to affect 
market prices of agricultural products, 
representative Charles H. Brand, of 
Georgia, today urged the lower house 
to take favorable action on his reso- 
lution calling for a sweeping investi- 
gation of the federal reserve banks of 
New York, Chicago and New Orleans, 

As a member of the house banking 
and currency committee which drafted 
the original federal reserve system leg- 
islation, the Georgia congressman it 
a vigorous speech on the floor, told bis 
colleagues that it was never intended 
that the board sould be granted such 


é || broad powers. 


Representative Rrand demanded in 


7 his speech today that congress be in- 


formed as to “why there has been no 


payment of any franchise tax on the’ 


part of several of the big banks of the 
federal reserve system” in recent years. 

“Net earnings of the twelve banks 
from the date of their organization 
ilown to 1927 amounted to $446,691,- 
220,” he asserted. “The franchise tax 
paid by these banks into the treasury 
of the United States from 1914 to 
1925, inclusive, was $139,173.94. Yet 
these twelve banks in the year 126 
paid only $S18,140. _ 


“For the year 1927 they paid the- 
insignificant sum of $249,591, though. 


in 1928 they paid $2,584,659.” 
Points te Franchise. 


Demanding an explanation as to the 
disposition of the remaining profits, 
he called attention of the house te 
“the fact that the total franchise tax 
paid by these banks from 1914 to Jan- 
uary 1, 1929, amounts to only $142,- 
826.343. 

During the year 1926, he said, no 
such taxes were returned to the treas- 
ury by the federal system banks of At- 
lanta, New York, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, St. Louis, Dallas and 
San Francisco, while for the year 1927 
only two of the twelve institutions, 
Minneapolis and Kansas City, remit- 
ted such taxes, he added. 

Outlining the scope of his proposed 
inquiry, Representative Brand said it 
was important to obtain the following 


information regarding operations of. 


the federal reserve system: 

“What authority of law. or what 
provision of the act establishing the 
federal reserve system, grants to the 
federal reserve board the power to 
adopt a policy similar to the deflation 
policy of 1920 or the policy involved in 
the warning which the board on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1929, promulgated in regard 
to making excessive Joans and main- 
taining speculative security, loans 
with the aid of federal reserve credit. 


Action Unbased. 


“Neither do I understand under 
what provision of the act the board 
acted in the issuance of its February 
2, 1929 warning, though there may 
have been ample and sufficient rea- 
sons existing for either a voluntary or 
involuntary cessation of such unprec- 
edented speculation as has been go- 
ing on in New York for several months 
to which the New York banks, as well 
as the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, were parties.” 

“I think this is true for the mani- 
fest reason that it never did occur to 
President Wilson or to comgress that 
the federal reserve banks would ever 
make such excessive loans to persons 
for purely speculative purposes. 

Continuing the Georgia member 
said: 

“If this act confers such authority 
upon the federal reserve board, speak- 
ing for myself alone, I think this au- 
thority ought to be revoked or modi- 
fied, and in lieu there of, 1 think it is 
the duty of congress to define the 
powers of the federal reserve board 
in respect of these matters so that the 
business world, as well as the twelve 
banks and all banks of the system, 
may know how far and to what extent 
the board may act in reference to 
promulgating such policies. 

“If the board has authority under 
any provision of the federal reserve 
act to adopt such policies, as was 
adopted in 1920. or to adopt a policy 
the effect of which would be to de- 
crease or increase the prices of the 
farmers commodities, I think it is the 
solemn duty of congress to enact legis- 
lation sufficient to eliminate such au- 
thority.

This committee, of which Mr. Hoo- 
ver is chairman, expects to have its 
report ready by May 1 and in the 
conversations today with the three 
members who came to the pre-inaugu- 
ral home of the president-elect, Mr. 
Hoover obtained additional informa- 
tion for the formation of his economic 
policies. 

Receives Committee. 

Members of the committee who vis- 
ited the next ‘chief executive were 
Clarence M. Woolley. of New York; 
A. W. Shaw. of Chicago, and Ed- 
ward Eyre Hunt, economic investi- 
gator for the department of commerce. 
They outlined the scope of their work 
in a formal statement which set forth 
that the committee had employed more 
than a hundred economists, engineers 
and statisticians in making a study 
of standards of living, growth of new 
and old industries, and many kindred 
subjects. 

Among the 16 men who have served 
with Mr. Hoover in making the sur- 
vey are several government officials 
and two prominent democrats, John 
J. Raskob, former chairman of the 
finance committee of General Motors, 
and now chairman of the democratic 
national committee, and Owen D. 
Young, chairman of the board of the 
General Electric company.

He declared that “Amer- 
ica has a knack of accumuiating vast 
But I have a profound be- 
lief that it does not know how to use 
it. The people must know how to use 
it to be good citizens. 

We have, therefore, a great duty to 
perform in this conference in makin 
better citizens. .We need more of the 
people of the south to aid in spreading 
the gospel of good citizenship.” In 
this connection he lauded the efforts 
of the League of Women Voters in 
their support of the movement which 
the conference has begun. 

Remedies Suggested. 

_ Dr. Dodd, who had been thoroughly 
informed as to the actual conditions 
of government existing in Georgia, 
pointed out the phases wherein lay the 
faults of the governmental system of 
this state and suggested possible rem- 
edies for these faults.

All government involves two as- 
pects: First, the efficient aoing of 
certain. business; and second, the do- 
ing of this business under popular con- 
trol.

Stocks Open Heavy But Turn 
Weak on Selling by Outsiders | 
Brokers’ on Margin Call. ! 


New York, February 14.—Stocks 
opened heavy and then turned weak 
on selling by brokers representing the 
big outside public which has been call- 
ed on the past few days for addi- 
tional margin. There was another 
remarkable recovery starting before 
noon on widespread publication of 
Washington dispatches quoting treas- 
ury officials as expressing the beljef 
that legislation by congress could not 
curb stock speculation and that any 
legislation by congress intended to 
curb speculation would harm general 
business, adding that comparatively 
few banks are participating in specu- 
lative loan practices against which 
the federal reserve board complained 
last week; that such loans were be- 
ing made by corporations over which 
the federal reserve board and federal 
reserve banks have no control.

RINGSBURY IS SEEN 
AS RUGKEFELLER MAN 


_— 


New York, February 14—(@)— 
The New York Times today says re- 
ports in Wall street are that K. R. 


Kingsbury, president of the Standard 
Oil Company of California, is being 
considered by the Rockefeller faction 
as a possible successor to Colonel Rob- 
ert W. Stewart as chairman of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana. 

The Rockefeller interests, says the 
paper, own a large amount of stork 
in the Standard of California, some ¢s- 
timates placing these holdings at 20 
per cent. 

The Times says that while it is 
understood in oil circles that Mr. 
Kingsbury probably would prefer to re- 
main with the California company he 
might be induced by the Rocke- 
fellers to assume the chairmanship of 
the Indiana company. 

Mr. Kingsbury’s name also was 
brought into the controversy in a 
statement issued to stockholders of the 
Indiana company by W. G. Williams, 
executive trustee of Justice Society, 
Inc., and organization of minority 
stockholders who favor the reelection 
of Colonel Stewart at the annual meet- 
ing on March 7 but his later removal 
by court action. 

In his statement Mr. Williams says 
the Justice society believes that the 
crux of the controversy is whether the 
efforts to remove Stewart are sincere- 
ly and altruistically based on a _ be- 
lief that he is unfit for his job, or 
based on a desire to gain control of 
the Standard Oil of Indiana, so as to 
eliminate it as a competitor of corpo- 
rations in which the Rockefeller group 
has a far greater financial interest 
than in the Standard of Indiana. 

“We believe that, if the facts war 
rant, Mr. Stewart can and should be 
removed without handing over contro] 
of the Staidard Oil Company of In- 
diana to its commercial rival, Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, who appar- 
ently is using Mr. Rockefeller’s shield 
of -righteousness to obscure the real 
object of gaining control of a com- 
petitor whom they have so far been 
| unable to outgeneral.” 
| The statement asks the Rockefeller 
| representatives why they have dropped 
| EK. G. Seubert as a successor to Colo- 
nel Stewart and expresses the belief 
| that the stockholders should be in- 
_formed whom Mr. Rockefeller has in 

mind for the place.
